Washington, J u l- 14 (TP)—The 
administration is working on plans 
for shifting $1,500,000,000 in food 
costs 
to 
consumer 
pocketbooks 
next year, eliminating subsidies. 
The objective is to ease adjust­ 
ment of 'arm prices to postwar 
conditions and to reduce govern­ 
ment expenditures. 
The subsidies involved are large­ 
ly those 
which the 
government 
established to prevent increases in 
consumer 
ceiling prices 
on im­ 
portant food items while at the 
same time providing greater in­ 
centive for farm production, and 
the so-called “roll-back” subsi­ 
dies set up in 1943 when prices 
of some foods were reduced ten 
per cent. 
The plan calls for increases in 
ceiling prices of the affected foods 
to replace the subsidies. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander­ 
son is leading inter-agency discus­ 
sions on the plan. 
Elimination 
of 
the 
subsidies 
would increase the nation’s total 
food bill about five per cent, agri- 
« alture department economists es­ 
timate. 
Consumers 
are 
buying 
food at the rate of about $30,000,- 
000,000 a year. 
Price Slump Feared 
Food items on which the gov­ 
ernment is paying subsidies in­ 
clude meats, butter, 
fluid 
milk 
and 
most 
manufactured 
dairy 
products, 
flour 
and 
indirectly, 
bread and bakery products, canned 
r?mf cults and vegetables, s gar, 
'ry 
beans, peanut 
butter, lard 
and 
soybean products. 
'Supporting the subsidity aban­ 
donment idea are several major 
farm organizations and a strong 
bloc in congress. 
Back of the pressure to wipe 
out the subsidies is concern over 
postwar agricultural prices. 
A n­ 
derson and many farmers expect 
farm prices to go down after the 
abnormal war market fades. They 
also expect a public demand for 
curtailment in 
government ex ­ 
penditures. 
Anderson believes the effects on 
agriculture will be less harmful if 
the subsidies are removed while 
prices are high and the demand 
is good rather than later when 
prices have declined. 
One of the principal objections 
raised against 
subsidies 
is that 
they put the government in the 
position of paying a part of the 
food bill of poor and rich alike at 
a time where there is an excess of 
purchasing power over the supply 
of civilian goods available at ceil­ 
ing prices. 
Much of this extra 
buying, subsidy opponents say, is 
being used to support black m ar­ 
kets.

Kunming, China, July 4. {ZP)— 
Maj. Gen. Claire Lee Chennault, 
commander of the U. S. 14th Air 
Force in China and former color­ 
ful leader of the famous “Flying 
Tigers,” said today that he was 
leaving China and would 
retire 
from the army after returning to 
America. 
Chennault, 54-year-old 
genius 
and 
guiding 
light 
behind 
the 
steady growth of American air 
power in China, 
announced his 
resignation at a press conference 
here two days after the appoint­ 
ment of Lt. Gen. George E. Strate- 
meyer as commander of an aug­ 
mented U. S. Air Force in China. 
It previously had been stated 
that Chennault would retain his 
command of the “Fighting 
Four­ 
teenth.” 
Chennault’s 
14th 
Air 
Force, 
w'hich took the place of the gener­ 
al’s 
brainchild—the 
spectacular 
American 
volunteer 
group 
of 
“Flying Tigers”—has wiped vir­ 
tually every Japanese plane from 
China skies. 
“The Japanese now are beaten 
in the air in China,” 
Chennault 
said in his resignation statement. 
Chennault pointed out that he 
retired once before eight years ago 
because of his health and that he 
had spent most of the intervening 
years in China. He w'ent to China 
in 1937 to work for the Chiang 
Kai-Shek 
government, 
and 
in 
1942 was recalled to active duty 
with the U. S. army.

Two Destroyers Down 
38 Jap Suicide Planes 


Foster City, Mich., July 14 (ZP)— 
Sgt. Oscar G. Johnson, 24-year- 
old Upper Peninsula dairy farmer

Italy, including the killing of 40

The season for both hurricanes 
and typhoons is about the same, 
the sum m er and early fall months. 
Both originate over the oceans a 
little north of the equator in the 
regions w here the trad e winds are 
dying out and m erging into the 
doldrum s or calms. They usually 
form w hen the equatorial calms 
reach their most 
northerly 
e x ­ 
tension. The heat and m oisture of 
the doldrum s 
are 
contributing 
factors. 
The Caribbean sea is usually r e ­ 
garded as the breeding place of 
the Am erican hurricane. The C ar­ 
ibbean and the A tlantic to the east 
is m ore correct. The 50-to 100- 
mile wide circular m ovem ent of 
air moves w estw ard due 
to the 
deflective force of the rotation of 
the earth, then to the north and 
the northwest. T he forw ard m o­ 
tion is relatively slow, IO to 25 
miles per hour, but the w hirling 
m ovem ent of the air in the storm 
m ay be over IOO miles an 
hour. 
T hey m ay travel north w ard across 
the gulf of Mexico to strike the 
coast of Texas and Louisiana, or 
farther east to strike 
the

coast of Florida. Frequently they

OPA Will List Ceilings 
On All Fish Caught 
In Great Lakes 


All fish caught in the Great 
Lakes will be placed under price 
control within a few weeks, it has 
been announced by Rae E. W al­ 
ters, Chicago, regional price ad­ 
ministration director. 
Although salt waler fish have 
been under ceilings for some time, 
this is the first action to place 
fresh water fish under price con­ 
trol, Walters reported. 
The proposal to place fresh w a­ 
ter fish under ceiling has been op­ 
posed by Great Lakes fishermen, 
who contend that a roll-back to 
the average price prevailing 
in 
1942 is too drastic and would re ­ 
duce income by 50 per cent. 
The 
cost of fish production has in­ 
creased since 1942, they claim. 
The move to place fresh w ater 
fish under price ceiling was decid­ 
ed 
at a 
Washington meeting of 
OPA 
pricing 
officials and 
the 
members of the Chicago OPA fish 
advisory committee, and is de­ 
signed to halt rising prices, W al­ 
ters said. 
He added that it will 
take four to six weeks to process 
the new regulation. 
Commercial fishermen and fish 
dealers of the Great Lakes area 
contend that the 
emand for fish 
is so keen because of the meat 
shortage 
that 
price control 
on 
fresh water fish may lead to black 
market operations in the cities. 
The supply of fresh water fish 
in Chicago was reported by the 
Chicago Wholesale Dealers asso­ 
ciation to be “less than normal.”

change in blood clotting caused by 
penicillin, pointing both

is announced by Maj.

Moldavsky, Capt. William B. Has- 
selbrock and.Lt. Carlos Cateno of 
Harmon General hospital, in 
the 
forthcoming issue of Science. P ri­ 
vate Darrell Goodwin gave tech­ 
nical assistance in the studies. 
The danger is that of thrombus 
or clot formation in the veins of 
patients getting penicillin, espec­ 
ially with the recent tendency to 
use larger doses. 
The benefit would be 
use 
of 
penicillin in 
bleeding 
disorders 
such as hemophilia, though that 
hereditary bleeders’ disease is not 
mentioned in the report. 
Penicillin, 
the 
Army 
group 
found, speeds coagulation of 
the 
blood to such an extent that some­ 
times blood taken from a patient 
'or study clotted in the 
syringe 
before it could be expelled. 
“Even more startling”, they re­ 
port, is the change caused in the 
nature of the 
blood 
clot 
itself 
when penicillin has been given. 
The blood clot does not retract. 
The blood itself is dark and ex­ 
ceedingly 
viscous 
in 
its 
flow. 
When coagulation is complete it 
appears solidified, looking like an 
artificially produced, solid throm ­ 
bus or blood clot. 


L aG uardia Field 
Looking To Heavy 
Traffic A fter W ar 


New York—Extensive planning 
is now under way by officials con­ 
cerned with LaGuardia Field on 
Long Island, New 
York 
City’s 
great airport, for controlling sky 
traffic because of the enormously 
increased use of the field expect­ 
ed in postwar days. This means 
particularly radio communication 
with approaching planes, instruct­ 
ing them relative to weather con­ 
ditions, what air levels to use, and 
when and where to land. 
LaGuardia field is now one of 
the largest and busiest traffic con­ 
trol centers in the world, accord­ 
ing to the U. S. Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. But, it says, a tre ­ 
mendous increase in business af­ 
ter the war may be expected, and 
preparations for it must be made 
now. 
“New York’s problem is compli­ 
cated”, the administration states. 
“Here, at LaGuardia Field, is 
a 
mixture of foreign traffic enter­ 
ing the streams of domestic traf­ 
fic coming from every part of the

Detroit Is Test Tube 
For U. S. Labor Strife 


By S. BURTON HEATH 
NEA Staff Correspondent 
Detroit—What has been 
hap­ 
pening in Detroit industry con be 
taken as fair warning of what is 
very likely to happen in most Am­ 
erican industrial 
centers—unless 
there is better planning than has 
appeared to date. On the day I a r­ 
rived here 71,853 men and women 
were off the job in an outbreak of 
mostly unauthorized strikes. 
The nineteen strikes listed by 
a local newspaper in 
its 
“box 
score” 
for the week ended June 
30 included four in which, at one 
time or another, 59,000 men and 
women were on strike because of 
the jurisdictional dispute between 
the American Federation of La­ 
bor and the Congress of Indus­ 
trial Organizations. 
If 
saner 
counsels in the high command of 
organized labor had 
not 
pr>» 
vailed, 
that 
series 
of 
strikes 
would have shut 
down 
every 
automobile plant in this city and 
would have taken more than 425,- 
000 workers off the manufacture 
of airplanes 
and 
parts, 
tanks, 
trucks, guns and 
smaller 
but 
critically essential implements of 
war. 
Cutback Problems 
Another 4400 men and women 
in three plants were on strike, 
the week I arrived, 
because 
of 
disputes over who should be laid 
off first as 
contract 
cutbacks 
made it necessary for employers 
to reduce their payrolls, at least 
temnorarilv. 
The strike of 650 key workers 
in 
another plant 
induced 
or 
forced 11,400 men 
and women in 
the Hudson plant, which 
makes 
parts 
for 
the 
very 
essential 
Superforts and Helldivers, 
to lay 
off. The reason? A squabble as to 
whether 
show model 
passenger 
cars, being hand-fabricated in an­ 
ticipation of civilian 
production, 
should be completed on the 
as­ 
sembly line or in the 
finishing 
plant. 
These figures can not be added 
to those for minor strikes to get 
the 
71.853 
figure 
mentioned. 
That is because more than 13.000 
who went out briefly at Chry- 
sler’s in one of the jurisdictional 
fracases, had returned 
to 
work 
before I reached town. 
Add those 13.000 to the score. 
Ignore the 7.500 
who left 
their 
airplane parts manufacture at the 
Briggs body plant for three days 
and picketed the OPA 
because 
thev were getting beans and jam 
in their luncheon sandwiches in­ 
stead of meat. Forget nine strikes 
in none of which more than 800 
workers were out: it is possible 
that no w ar goods have been beld 
up for need of the parts lost in 
these walkouts. 
You have left 
74,800 
persons 
who walked off 
war jobs 
over 
two of the five highly contentious 
issues that are going to make re­ 
conversion a very nasty headache 
for industrial America. 
I have checked the strikes that 
1 found in Detroit, most of which 
now have been either settled or 
suspended 
temporarily 
at 
this 
writing. 
I have 
talked with a 
great many vitally interested De­ 
troiters on and off the record. I 
have studied a dizzy aggregation 
of official and unofficial statistics. 
And I come up 
with 
virtually 
unanimous agreement that, in the 
words of Detroit War Manpower 
Director Edward L. Cushman: 


“This summer of 1945 is going 
to provide a real test of the ef­ 
fectiveness of Detroit’s system of 
industrial relations.” 
The story of the recent wave 
of strikes in the motor capital is 
no longer news. 
But the story 
behind that story is worth telling 
because, if you read and heed, j 
you can know right now some of ; 
the things that your own w ar in- I 
dustries town must face 
in 
the 
not distant future. 
Detroit Is First 
Detroit woke up to its morning- 
after hangover first 
among 
the 
major industrial centers 'because 
Detroit was drawn more 
utterly 
and completely into war produc­ 
tion than any other 
first 
rank 
producer. 
Cutbacks 
after V-E 
Day struck here most devastat­ 
ingly and probably will continue 
to do so. 
The bubble of ever­ 
lasting prosperity 
was pricked 
here first of all. 
So Detroit is the test tube in 
which 
untried 
economic, 
social 
and political chemicals have been 
dumped, by guess and by gorry, 
and have been turned into a dan­ 
gerous witches’ brew. 
Detroit is the city where indus­ 
trial relations 
medicines, 
some 
long-considered and others com­ 
pounded in hurried 
desperation, 
are being tried out. 
Detroit is worth watching. It is 
too early, now, to guess 
what 
remedies will be tried or 
how 
they will work. 
It is even too 
early to attempt to describe all 
the symptoms of the disease. But 
in the 19 strikes I studied, seeth­ 
ing undercurrents are 
apparent 
just off the shore. Men of good 
will in this 
city 
are 
seriously 
analyzing their labor problems.

New Technique For 
Testing Radio Wire 
Harrison. N. J.—A new 
tech­ 
nique developed by scientists 
of 
the Radio Corporation of America, 
has reduced by m ore than 87 per 
cent the time required for check­ 
ing thoriated-tungsten wire to in­ 
sure its efficiency when used for 
filam ents in 
radio 
transm itting 
tubes. 
Taking advantage of the radio­ 
active properties of thorium , the 
new method employs

Geiger 
counter to indicate by audible sig­ 
nals the presence and adequacy of 
the thorium content of the wire. 
This procedure represents a

BUILD HOUSES 
OF EXCELSIOR 


Boards To Be Made From 
Portland Cement And 
Shredded Wood

W ashington — T hat new house 
you are going to build as soon as 
the w ar is over may be m ade 
of 
excelsior instead of solid boards 
and planks sawed out of big logs. 
A process for m aking planks out 
of excelsior and Portland cement 
has just been patented here 
by 
A rm in Elrendorf of W innetka, 111. 
The excelsior, which 
may 
be 
m ade from such cheap, low -grade 
tim ber varieties as cottonwood or 
aspen, is first im m ersed succes­ 
sively in sodium silicate and cal­ 
cium chloride. 
These 
chemicals 
react together to precipitate cal­ 
cium silicate on the fibers; com­ 
mon salt, the other product of the 
reaction, is rem oved by washing. 
The excelsior is then m ixed with 
a concrete slurry, molded to the 
desired dimensions, cured for 
a 
suitable period in a moist room, 
and set aside to dry. 
Rights in Mr. Elm endorf’s pat­ 
ent, No. 2,377,484, are assigned to 
the Celotex Corporation. 
Furnace Extracts Magnesium 
A new -type furnace for extract­ 
ing magnesium from its ores is put 
forw ard by W illiam S. Bowen 
of 
W estfield, N. J., for patent 2,377,- 
478. 
Its essential elem ents are a 
series of heating rods or bars of 
highly refractory silicon carbide 
tile, set transversely in 
a 
shaft 
m ade as nearly airtight as possi­ 
ble. 
A tem perature betw een 
the 
m elting and vaporizing points 
of 
m agnesium is m aintained, prefer­ 
ably by electric heating. 
Finely powdered m agnesium ox­ 
ide, obtained either from the sea 
or from a rocky ore such as dolo­ 
m ite or magnesite, is m ixed with 
powdered coke and fed in through 
a hopper at the top. 
As the m ix­ 
ture sifts down over the heating 
bars, the coke takes the oxygen 
away from the ore, and since air is 
excluded the liberated m agnesium 
cannot re-oxidize. 
It falls in a 
m olten shower into a pit at the 
bottom , from which 
is 
can 
be 
draw n off as desired. 
Distilling Oil Shale 
A step nearer to preparation for 
th at long-threatened day when the 
last oil-well runs dry is represent­ 
ed in patent 2,377,518, granted to 
E. H. Records and J. E. Louttit of 
Tacomah, Wash., on a still for ex­ 
tracting the oil from oil shale. In­ 
stead of simply “frying” the oil out 
of the shale, which they state re­ 
sults in a relatively inferior prod­ 
uct, they add powdered 
coal 
or 
lignite to the charge, and at an ap­ 
propriate moment in the distilling 
process also spray in some oil. The 
hydrocarbons added by these aux­ 
iliary charges, they state, combine 
with the oil vapors from the shale 
to give a much better grade of oil. 
Measuring Air Humidity 
A novel instrum ent for m easur­ 
ing the hum idity of the air, much 
quicker and more sensitive in its 
reactions than 
the 
conventional 
hair hygrom eter, is the invention 
on which a University of Cincin­ 
nati physicist, Prof. H. J. Kersten, 
has been aw arded patent 2,377,- 
426. 
It depends on the fact that a 
sheet of dried gelatin or 
sim ilar 
colloid substance changes its elec­ 
trical conductivity as it takes 
up 
or gives off m oisture to the sur­ 
rounding atm osphere. 
Prof. K ar- 
sten’s instrum ent consists of two 
com b-like w ire grids, their teeth 
interlacing but not touching, dip­ 
ped into liquid gelatin, which is 
then perm itted to dry. 
A weak 
current is flowed through the ap­ 
paratus; its fluctuations, recorded 
by a suitably calibrated m eter, in­ 
dicate changes in hum idity.

Geographer Says 
We Must Learn 
How To Live 


New York—“The earth is 
big 
enough and rich enough for us all 
if we learn how to live in peace.” 
This was the challenging con­ 
clusion left with his audience by 
Dr. Isaiah Bowman, 
well-known 
geographer who is president of the 
Johns Hopkins University, 
in an 
address on “The New Geography.” 
The modern geographer, think­ 
ing in terms of human beings and 
their needs, endeavors to 
work 
quantitatively, Dr. Bowman 
ex­ 
plained. To him, the adding mach­ 
ine is what the surveying instru­ 
ment is to a map. He must count 
and calculate how many 
people 
there are in the region he is study­ 
ing; he must balance against that 
the capacities, present and poten­ 
tial. of the region to supply food, 
clothing, and other needs of the 
inhabitants either directly or by 
means of exchange through ex ­ 
portable surpluses. 
The original capacities of a giv­ 
en region may be greatly increas­ 
ed through the 
introduction 
of 
new, more productive crops, Dr. 
Bowman pointed out: “The intro­ 
duction of the maize plant and the 
potato altered the farm economy 
and stepped 
up 
the 
Industrial 
power of half 
of 
Europe. 
The 
grasslands 
of 
the 
Canadian 
Prairie Provinces became an agri­ 
cultural empire when new breeds 
of wheat were introduced that are 
adapted to light

"When exploration is ended and 
the map of the world completed, 
discovery will still go on—discov­ 
ery of things we can do and grow 
and exchange and enjoy as science

The Little Ones 
Knowing how to catch fish is an 
art but understanding the proper 
way to release 
undersized 
fish 
without causing them serious in­ 
jury is also an art and something 
all anglers should become familiar 
with. It’s from the little ones that 
the big ones come. 
Experts are agreed that when 
the mucus covering which water 
proofs a fish is broken by hand­ 
ling, fungus growth often appears 
and eventually kills the fish. Be­

danger, 
fishermen 
are urged to wet the

hold a hooked fish as tenderly as 
possible in order to avoid injury. 
Some fishermen hold the little fel­ 
lows under water while they re­ 
lease the hook.

Like Okinawa, But 


Closer to Japan 


Amami O Shima. where 
Yank 
planes have been blasting Jap in­ 
stallations for weeks, is second in 
size to Okinawa among the 140 
isles and islets 
of 
the 
Ryukyu 
chain. It is 140 miles closer than 
Okinawa 
to the 
Jap 
southern 
home island of Kyushu, says the 
National Geographic Society. 
Amami O is by far the largest 
of the dozen or more islets that 
compose the Amami group, third 
of the four island clusters spaced 
along the 700-mile string between 
Formosa on the 
southwest 
and 
Kyushu on the northeast. 
These 
clusters, in order from Formosa, 
aie the Sakis, the Okinawas, the 
Amamis and the Osumis. 
Lying 180 miles south of Kyu­ 
shu. Amami O Shima is 30 miles 
long, little more than half the 
length of Okinawa. It is generally

"Boy, ifs great to be hom e!” 
says Pfc. Virgil C ournaya who re­

returned hom e 
from the 
V aughn hospital in Chicago w heio 
he had been for several w eeks re­ 
ceiving treatm ent for a badly in­ 
jured foot. 
Virgil has had his foot in a plas­ 
ter cast almost continuously since 
th a t morning of M arch 14, w hen 
he stepped on a booby trap set by 
the .Taps while he and his com pany 
w ere mopping up Nips on Palaw ai 
Island, of the Philippine group. 
“ Pretty tough isn t it? ” He was 
asked.

THE PLUG ROD 
Many a fisherman has written 
a book on black bass fishing ans 
the beginner will do well to go to 
his public library and read them 
for information as well as fishing 
interest.
